WASHINGTON, May 24.—Anti- 


prohibition sentiment has increased 
rapidly in the House in the last 
two years but wet forces are still 
confronted by a formidable major- 
ity in that body. 


This situation was emphasized 


today as Congressional observers 
pondered over the House vote of 
228 to 169 against consideration of 
the O'Connor - Hull 2.75 per cent 
beer bill. 


The wets admittedly have a 


chance to overturn the dry major- 
ity in Ihe coming fall elections, and 
leaders of the "wet blocs" predict 
that the next Congress will vote 
to repeal or modify the Volstead 
act. 


NEED 30 MORE 


' A switch of 30 votes ' from the 
dry to the wet side, on the basis 
of the vote yesterday, would yield 
the wels 
their prized majority 


With anti-prohibition organizations 
making a hard campaign and the 
wets admittedly gaining under the 
reapportionment act, even unbiased 
drys admit this is not an impossibil- 
ity. 


With the House casting its first 


record votes this session since the 
eighteenth amendment and Vol- 
stead Act where enacted, Compar- 
ison has proved difficult. 
The 


votes this year were made possible 
by anli-gag rules permitting a vote 
to be obtained by a petition of 145 
members. 


The wets lost in their attempt 
to legislize beer in the tax bill 
fight this winter by 84 votes and

they were 59 votes short. 


As was expected the vote for 


beer fell short of that for resub- 
mitting the eighteenth amendment, 
when the wet lacked but 40 of a 
majority.
